knowne by at any, burthey could not be 
long concealed. For carly vpon the 
nexr day being Saturday, there grew a ; 
whiſpering 'amongſt many, as if

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the —_— were come, but not a 


word of the Prince. The ſame mor- 
ning the Conde de Gondomar, was aducr- 
ſel priuatly of thearriuall, not onely 
of the Lord Marqueſſe, but of the Prince 
alſo, and ſo hee went inſtantly ro 
the Earle of Briſtowes houfe. Afﬀeer 
hee had done reverence to his High- 
nefſe, and had paflſed an hourc ia his 
preſence, and 1n. diſcourſe with his 
Highneſſe, and thoſe Lords, it was deſt- 
red chat hee would giue the King his 
Maſter noticcof thearriual of the Mar- 
gueſſe ; burthat he ſhould ſay nothing 
of the Princeat that time: at Icalt not in 
any ſuch ſort, as that they might rake 
knowlcdge of hisbeing there. T heConge 
de Gondomar wndertooke 1t, and carried 


the newes thereof ro the Conde de Oliua- = 


res, who is that Kings great Fauorite : 
and indeeda Perſon "E forhis noble 
| conditions and choiſc parts, doth well 
deſcrue the large portion which the 
King his. Maſter affordeth him. of his,

eſtimation ' and affetion: Hee con- 
ucighcd what he knew to his Maiclty, 
and thenwithall {cot to the Mcrqueffe, 
dcliring carneſtly that hee would giue 
him lcauc to goe-inſtantly and viſic 
him. But the Marqueſſe excuſed him- 
ſclfe, & did cxpreſſely refuſe it through 
his defure of concealing the Prince; aud 
ſo they relolued vpon another meeting 
place for.the afterngone , which fell 
out to bee the Parke. ' The Conde there- 
forc ſcat a Coachto the Lord Margaeſſe, 
and his Lordſhip rooke with him;the 
Conde de Gondomar, the Earlc of Briſtol, 
and Sir Waker Afton, his Maicſtics ordi- 
nary Ambaſſador in that Court. The 
Conde de Olinares was alrcady cxpeCting, 
the Lord Margueſſe, and at icngrh they 
met, and ſpentmore then an hourcto- 
gether, in great cxpreflions of content- 
mecntand 1oy. Afterthis, the Conde com-' 
duRcd the Lord Margaefſe, and all that 
Company intothe.Court, and ſo vp to

time, the Lord Margqueſſe deliuered the

with-him.- The Princerctetued him-no» 


bly; and like theÞPtineehetis; and; was 


very earneſt with: him, to- put on his 
tae; but the Conde would by no means - 
doit; although*heebte 2 Grande of 


Spaine, 
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Spine, and may thereforebee coucred 
before his owne King, 

During this viſit, the Margueſſe defi- 
red the Conde, that he would oblige the 
Prince by getting him a ſpeedy light of 
the Infanta his Miſtreſſe ; wherein hee 
promiſed" ro doc his beſt cndeuor, 
though it were in Lent, which hee 
{aid was a time of extraordinary re- 
collection and reſcruation ,” and fo 
they parted for the preſevr, being 
all in great contentment one with 
another.

In conformity to the Princes deſire, 
his Maicſty (being that night acquain- 
ted with it by the Conde) laid aſide the 
conſideration.of che tine, and inſtant- 
ly reſoluced to giue his Hg all ſa- 
tisfaction. And ſo he went abroad the

The Prince on the 
other ſ1de went diſguiſed in the Dukes 
of Cea's Coach, and was attended in the 
fame Coach by the Lord Marqueſſe , 
the Earle of Briftol, the Conde de Gond9- 
mar, and Sir Walter Aſton. And ſo both 
the King and the Prince made diuers 
curnes and returnes in their ſcuerall 
Coaches, and in ſcuerall parts of the 
Towne and Prat (whichisa place of 
recreation) where the Nobility is often 
wontto take the aire; and cuery one of 
them ſaweach other in a clcare light, 
not being ablc to abſtaine from ſalu- 
ting mutually withchehatastheypaſled 
by, though they had agreed totake no

kind of notice of one another; andrhis 
was all they did for that time. The King 
and all that royall Company retur- 
ned by night by. a world of Torch- 
light, which made a moſt glorious 
(hew. _ | 
Immcdiatly after this, his Maielty not 
being content with thoſe {ingle ſights 
of the!Prince, ſcat the Conde de Oliuares,to 
prayhim that rhey mighr mcet, and 
embrace, and ſpcake together before 
they (lept. The Prince accepted of the 
occaſ1on, but there roſe a difference be- 
tweene them about the manner. For 
the King did much prefle the Prince that 
he would accept of a viſit fro himſelfe 
inthe Earlc of Bri/tolls houſc, and really 
his Highnes had much adoctorefulcir, 
but yer he would by no meanes admir 
therof. On the other ſide,the Prince did 
offer ro goeviſit his Maieſty in his Pa= 
lace, but the King conſidering that that

rage, becauſe he had no Equipage, his 
Maicſty refuſcd cxpreſlely,8 it grey to: 
be agreed berweene them, that ir ſhould.

might be darke. Whereupon the Conde 
de Oliuares (aid plcaſantly,that he would 
by no meanes conſent that his Maſter 
ſhould meer him, and eſpecially:\by 
night, but vponcuen termes ; thatvthe 
Prince was a great man at armes, and 
that euen in the ciuill way hee was 
ſtrong in Ambaſſadors and Secretaries, 
whereas the King was in cftcCt alone, 
that therefore he deſired that the Prince 
would [cud him the Margueſſe,and that 
he might carry him to. the Court, and 
ſo he might cometothat mecting with 
the Kingand him,as a Spaniard,and not 
the Princes feruant for thattime. The 
Prince gave leaue, with much content, 
that he ſhould goe, and ſo he went,and 
the King brought him and the Conde de 
Olua-

Olinares to the Prado. Now the King 
being farlt arrived, ſent a-priuate meſ- 
fage to the Prince, to let him know that 
he expected his Fighneſſe. Thereupon 
the Prince made much haſte, being at- 
tended by. the Conde de Gondomar, the 
Earle of Bri/toll, Sir Walter Afton, and 
Sir Francis Cottington his Highneſſe Sc- 
cretary. 

When they were, vpan the point of 
mecting, they all alighted outof rheir 
Coaches, and the Kimmg embraced the 
Princeand made incomparableprofeſli- 
ons of his loue and aftection,and of the 
ſtreight obligation which the King our 
Soucraigne and his Hiyhneſſe had caſt 
vpon him, by that maine act of contt- 
denceand fauour. > 5 

Then his Maieftietooke the Prince in- 
to his Coach, and mads him perforce 
goc in firſt,and fir upon his right hand, 
and ſo they continued ſome good time 
in great ſweetneſſe of conuciation, 

B 3 the 
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the Earle- of Briſtol interpreting be- 
eweene them: At the- parting, the 
King lighted out'of his" Coach,” with 
the Prince; and vied much endeuour 
ro haue conducted the Prince to: his 
Coach ; bur the Prince would by no 
mecanes 1ſufterit, and ſo they parted in 
the mid-way. 

On Munday the tenth of March, his 
Fiyghneſſe was madeacquainted, by the 
Conde de Olinares, andthe Conde de Gondg- 
mar, whom the King had ſent to viſit 
him, that the King was that-morning 

oingin deuotion to a Monaſtery ca]- 
[-d the Merged; and that he would paſſe 
the ſtreets on horſebacke. When his 
Fligbnefſe ſhewed ſome willingneſle 
to be a ſpeCtator thereof, the Conde de 
Oliuares carried him tro a conuenicnt 
place, where he had a full view of all. 
That cucning, his Fighneſſe went into 
the fields by the Riucr ſ1de, ro take the 
aire. Andthe Conde de Oliwares, and the 
73 Conde

Conde de Monterey, went againe to viſis 
him from the Kaeg, and chey two Wal- 
ted- on: him in, dilcourle, | aboue an 
houre, 0 re 
On Tueſday his Maie$ty ſent againe 
to .ſcc how his Hghbneſſe did;and withall 
ro |ct him know, that he could not buc 
acknowledge the good feruice, which 
the Conde de Gondomar had donc him, in 
printing. ſuch a- CharaQcr of his fun- 
cerc aftcion, in the heart of the Kmg 
of great Britaine, and of his Highneſſe ; 
as that they ſhould thinke fir, to. pur 
{uch a pretious treaſareinto his hangs, 
as his Fghneſſe was. And that therefore 
he could nor ſuffer any ſubicft of his 
ro be ynaduanced, whom he found fo 
well accep:cd by the King of -Grear 
Britame, and his Highnefſe. For which 
cauſche was reſolued to make him of 
his Counſcll of State, though hee ac- 
counted him indeed as an Engliſh 
mau. Nay rather that for that "nw 
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he would admir Waal ro the end that 
both the King of Great Britaine, and his 
Highneſſe, mightbe more confident of 
his proceedings; and made priuy to 
the moſt inward paſſages. But the 
King withall; fenthis Fighnes word, that 
he deſired him to giuethefirſt notice of 
it to the Conde, and receiue his thankes. 
The Prince ſent him the newes thereof 
by Maſter Secretary Cottington ; the (on- 
de came to caſt himſelfe at the Princes 
feer, for ſo high an honour and fa- 
uour, and ſo being addreſſed by his 
Fiighnefſe to the Court, was inſtantly 
{worne. 

In'the aftcrnoone of that day, the 
Prince hauing intimated a deſire ro (ee 
the Ame, was conducted and attended 
by the Conde de Oliuares, towards the 
Palace, through a backe way. Bur bc- 
fore hecould arriuethere, hee was pre- 
vented by the King. Who beingatren- 
ded by the Marquiſe of Carpio alone, 
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(13) 
went downe in priuate manner, 
chorow a Garden to meet his 
Fhgbneſſe. Where after they had ſa- 
luted one another with a manner 
of curteſie, which indeed was 
Princely, the King by the force of 
his fauour, put him ſtill firſt into 
kis Coach, and ſeated him on the 
right hand, and then , cntred him- 
ſelfe, and fate by him; the Loyd 
Margueſje, and the Conde de Olinares, 
ſitting at the other end of the 
Con and the Earle of Briſtow 
in one of the ſides, and the Mar- 
queſſe of Carpio in the other. 


Thus they went towards a houſe 


of pleaſure, belonging ro the 
King, necre Madrid, called the Ca- 
ſa del Camps. Where after they had 
ſpent abour an houre, the Xing ma- 
king extraordinary great profeſli-

it was found before they were 4a- 
warc, that his Maicſty had 
brought his Hghneſſe a mile and a 
halfe on his way homewards ; 
and indeed almoſt ro the Eatle of 
Briſtolls houſe. The Prince would 
faine haucattended the King backe 
towards the Palace, but he would 
not ſuffer him. 

His FHiybnefſe did then make a 
little turne another way, and bc- 
fore hee could ger to the Earle 
of Briftolls, the Conde de Oliuares 
( hauing already lefr the King) 
was ready there to attend his Figh- 
neſſe. Shortly afrer, the Duke of - 
Infantado, Mayordomo Mayor to the 
King, did by fpectall command- 
ment from his Maieſtie ( for with- 
out order from the King, noneas 
yet did viſit the Prince ) repaire 
vnto his Highneſſe,to kiſſe his hands, 
and offered ' him his vttermoſt ſer- 

uice, 


uice, with great reverence, in 
whatſocuer hee ſhould bee pleaſed 
to command. 

.Qn the two next daics bcing 
Wedneſday and Thurlday, there 
was not much done, of particu- 
lar and externall note. The: mor- 
nings were {ſpent by his Fighneſſe 
in giving order for his owne prj- 
_uatc aflaizes ; and the afternoones, 
for the molt part, in recreating 
himſclfe abroad in the fields ; the 
Earle of Br//oll waiting on him 
with his hawkes.. RE 

Onely vpon the Thurſday nights 
after ſupper, there were ſcnt to his 
Higbneſje to emcectaine-the time, 
choice perſons both of men and 
women, ſele&ted our of fourc 
companies of (medians, who dan- 
ccd ſcucrall kindes of dances before 
him, and ſpent about two houres 
therein, the (ondes of Monterey and

' Gondomar, being preſent: 
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On Friday bcing the fourcteenth, 
his Highneſſe ſtirred not abroad 
all the morning ; bur firſt ſent 


- Maſtcr. Secretary Cottingfoy, and 


afterward the Earle of Briſtoll, to 
the Conde de Oliuares : and it ſhould 
ſceme ro haue beene not onely a- 
bout matter of complement, bur 
for ſome particular buſineſfe. Af- 
ter dinner the ( ondes de Monterey and 
Gondomar, went to. his Flighneſie, 
and conducted' him againe ro the 
Caſa del Campo, where hee found 
the King, and with his - Maieſty 
the Infantes Don Carlos, and Don, Fer- 
nano the Cardinall, his brothers ; 
whom his'Figbmeſ& had not ſecne 
before that time. They ſaluted, em- 
braced, aud ſtriued mutually to 
kifſe the hands of cach' other ; af- 
ter which they all rooke horſe to- 
gether, and entertained themſclues 

| a 
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agood while in bcholding ſundry 
men, which were diſpoſed there 
on foor, of purpolc to {hoot at ſuch 
kindes of game, as they found in 
theplace. And ſo there were Hares 
ſtarted, Partridges ſprung, aud 
other fowlepur vp to wing : they 
killed of all forts as they wear, 
cichcr running or flying by them. 
Vpon the end of which paſtime; 
the King ( notwithſtanding all the 
reſiſtance which was in the Princes 
power to- make) brought him a- 
gaincon his way homeward, ro the 
ſame place whither hee had ac- 
companicd him on; the Tucſday 
night before; The (ondes de Mon- 
rerey, and Gondomar, attcadin 
his Eighmeſſ to the Earle of Briſtolls 
houlſc. 

Vpon this Friday, (for a further 
expreſſion. of the great joy which 
that King had conceiucd ar thearri- 
- uall 
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uall of his Fghnefſe, and for his pre- 
ſence in that place)his Maielty com- 
manded, that a generall pardon of 
all offences ſhould inſtantly bepro- 
claimed and publiſhed, and tha all 
the Priſoners who were reſtrained 
within the whole Kingdome or 
continent of Spaine, ſhould be re- 
leaſed; reſeruing onely the rights 
2nd intcreſts of third perſons, as in 
the caſe of Debrs and Appeates for 
murdcrandithe like. By vertue of 
which pardon and Proclamation 
ſome hundreds of Prifoners 1n 


Madrid, were then freed, and all the 


' Priſons empricd ; diuers offenders 


who had taken Sanftuary in Chur- 
ches, and retired to the Ambaſla- 
dors houſes ( which are highly pri- 
uiledged in that Court) hauing no- 
ticc thereof before, did by way of 
anticipation diſpoſe of themſclues 
into the hands of Iuſtice; and ſo 
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made aputchaſe of cheir liberty by 
theirimpriſonmenr. | 

Inſtant order was alſo giuen, that 
all the Engliſh which were ſuruiz 
uing in the Gallics, and who had 
beene condemned to that feruitude, 
during life, for committing of 
Piracy, and many other morrall 
crimes, fhould bee releaſed with- 
outdclay. And this Grace which his 
Maicſty manifeſted in contem- 
plation of the Prince, hath ſtrangely 
encrealed the generall applauſe 
wherewith he is receiucd and obſer- 
ucd in that Court by all. 

——— the fifteenth, was 
ſpent at home by his Fiighnefſe m 
po manner, in regard of the ſo- 
emne entry hee was to make the 
next day, which was dcfigned by 
the Kivg, to beperformed with the 
ſame magnificence and fplendour, 
as is vſcd at the Coronation of the 
Kings

Kings of Spaine. Onely a little be- 
fore dinner, the Conde de Monterey 
went to the Prince, and rold his 
Flghneſs that the King had ſent two 
horſes thicher, and defired him to 
make choiſe, ypon which he would 
be pleaſed ro ride the day follows- 
ing, for that the King would ride 
vpon the horſe which hee ſhould 
leaue. Whereupon his Fdighneſ&e 
paſſed out intoa Garden, not farrc 
from the Earle of Briftols houſe , 
where, like himſclfe, hee rooke 

aines and pleaſure to try them 
nv" - to thecnd thar if there were 
a difference, hee mightrake the leſle 
excellent ro himſelfe, and returne 
the other to the King. 

On Sunday, being the ſixteenth, 
whenit was already well towards 
noone, there went foure Councel- 
lours of State, Don Anguſline Mexia, 
the Marqueſſe De Montes Claros, Don 

Fer. 
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Fernando Giron, and the (onde de Gon- 
domar, to waite: vpon the Prince at 
the Earle of Briftols houle, and to 
attend his Frghneſſe to a famous Mo- 
naſtery, called Saint Teronimo, necre 
Madrid; from whence the Kings 
of Spaine arc wont to goc when 
they make their ſolemne entry into 
that rowne; and where the Kin 
hath a Quarter reſerued for the ho- 
nour and entertainment of his 
owne royall Perſon. There was 
his Higbneſſe fealted priuatly at din- 
ner by his Maicſtics appointment, 
but yer as by the (ondede Gondomar , 
who hath the keeping of thatQuar- 
ecr in the ſaid Monaſtery. The af 
rernoone till foure of the Elocke, 
was ſpent by his Highneſſe, in giuing 
audience to the Inquifedor General, 
and to the ſcucrall Bodies of (ounſels, 
- * which doe all reſide in that Courr, 
and didall preſcat themfelues to the 
D Prince, 
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Prince,cxcepting oncly the Councell 
of Stare, which never maketh any 
viſit in Corps, bur all the reſt did 
performe that duty of obſeruance, 
namely che Councell Royall of Ca- 


| flika, the Councell Royall of Ara- 


gon, the Councell of Portugal, the 
Councell of Italy, the Counccll of 
Military Orders, the Councell of the 
Indies, the Councell of the Treaſu- 
ry, and the Councell of the Exche- 
quer. 

 TheCorregidor, and the Regidores of 
Madrid, which are the perſons who 
haue the gouernment of that 
Towne, did al({o deſire audience of 
the Prince; for they all had beene 
commanded by the King to preſcac 
themſclues humbly before his Figh- 
neſſe. And hereit isto be obſcrucd 
once forall, that all the Subie&s of 
that Kingdome, who had occaſion 
ro wait vpon the Prince, did ſtriuc 
with 


mr 
with as much carneſtneſſe as good 
manners would permit, to hauc 
actually kiſſed his Highneſſe hands. 
Bur the Prince was rcfolute in not 
accepting that humble token of 
thcirloue, as concciuing it ro be fir- 
ter berweene rhe naturall ſubictts 
and thcir Soucraigne. 

Bur about fourc in theafrernoone 
of that Sunday, the King wear ro 
{ce the Prince , whom his FÞghneſſe 
recciucd at the gate below. Th 
made no very long ſtay there when 
once the complements wereended, 
bur all chings being pur in order for 
his Highneſſe cntry, they diſpoſed 
themſclues ro be going, And where- 
as the King with his Nobility came 
in Coaches thither, the whole Court 
did then mount on horſebacke, af- 
rer the example of his Maicſty and 
the Prince. The _ did ſtill pur 
the Prince into a neceſſity of raking 
s D 3 the 
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the right hand , and lo they __ 
towards the Palace. 

But as ſoone as they entred vpon 
the liberties of Madrid, they. were 
expectcd and attended by toure and 
rwenty Regidores. of the rowne, who 
had there a large Canopie of rich 
Tiſſue, and ir belonged ro them by 
office ro carry ir oucr. the King. 
They were all apparclled in. rich 
cloth of Tiſſue, lined wich crimſon 
cloth of gold. The King tooke the 
Prince —_ the Canopie, and kept 


him ſtill on his right hand. Before 


them went the Courts and Mini- 


ſters of Iuſtice, then the Grendes. aad 
all the other principall, Nobles of 
that Courrin colours and great bra- 
uery, and they, were attended b 

their followers in ſcucrall Liucrics, 
which were very rich. Next after 
the Kingand Prince went. theLord | 
Marqueſſe of Puchnghen, and theCon- 
« 
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Conde de Olinares, cxecuting the pla- 
ccs of Maſters ofthe Horle to them 
borh, the Conde giuing the righr 
hand to the Lord Marqueſſe; and ci- 
ther of them had a Horle of State, 
as the cnſigne of the place he held. 
The Canopy which was to be the 
fee of the ( onde de Oliuares,as Maſterof 
the Horſe to the King, was preſented 
afterward by the Towne to the Lord 
Marqueſſe, with all other fees bclong- 
ing co that office, becauſe he ſerued 
that day as Maſter of the Horſe to 
the Prince,in whole honor the ation 
was performed. Then proceeded 
the Earle of Briſtol berweene the 
eldeſt Counccllour. of ' State, - and 
oneof the Gentlemen of the Kings 
Chamber; and Sir Walter Aſton af- 
ter him, . accompanied in like man- 
ncr; the reſt both of che Counlaile 
of State, and of the Gentlemen of 
the KingsChammber following them. 
2 D 3 * After 
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Aﬀcr whom went that goodly 
Guard which is called delos Archers, 
who were brauely clad and arraicd. 
In the way as the triumph paſſed, 
all the ſtreets were adorned, in ſome 
places with rich hangings, in others 
with curious pictures, and hecre 
and there certaine ſcaffolds were 
ſprinckled, whereupon the bodies of 
thoſe Councclls fatto ſee, which for- 
mecrly had becne with the Prmceto 
doe him reucrence. And in other 
ſtreers of the ſame paſſagediuers re- 
preſentations were made of the beft 
Comedians dancers, and men of 
muſicke, to giue contentment ro 
rhat Royal Parre, as they paſled by. 
As ſoone as the Amy and Prince 
werearriued and had lighted at the 
Palace, there was great preſling bc-. 
tweene them two for the hindmoſt 
place ; but in finc they went hand 
in hand, or rathcr indeed imbracing 
mutu- 


mutually their bodies with one ano- 
thers armes, all the while as they 
were going vp towards the Qneeues 
{1de, ro whom the King was alrcadv 
conducting the Prince. The (urene 
though ſhee were in a very large 
roome, would by no meancs ex- 
pect the Prince vnder her State ; but 
went downe to within two paces of 
the very doore to meet his High 
neſſe ; and then conducted him to 
her cloth of State ; wherethere were 
ſer three equall chaires, the Queenes ip 
the middle, with the Prince on her 
right hand, andtheXing on the left. 
The roome was as richly furniſhed 
as may well bee imagined : butthe 
chiefe riches thereof conſiſted in

ction-which he daily carried tothe

ſo hee ſhould bee che better able ro 
comply with his new place of Mayor

The King did allo {end rwo' gilt 
Keycsto his Fbghneſſe, defiring him

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to beſtow them vpgn what Engliſh 
he would, totheend that his Palace 
might bcall open vnto them: whero- 
upon his Fighneſſe gaue one of them 
to the Lord Margueſſe of Buckingham, 
and the other to the Earlc of Briſtol. 

His Maiefly hath moreoucrimpo- 
ſed vpon. divers Councellors of 
State, that ſome one of them ſhall 
daily attcnd in the Princes Quartcr 
by turnes, to vnderſtand his pleaſure 
from time to time, and that foure 
Grandes, namely, the Admirall of Ca- 
fiile, the Duke of Cea, the Marqueſle 
of Veleds, and the Duke of Jjar be c- 
uer at hand, to court, accompany 
and attend the Prince whitherlocucr - 
his Flgbnefſe thall beplcaſedto goc. 

The next day after the Prince was 
conducted to the Palace, all the 
Coutfailes came to wait vpon his 
Ehebweſſe, and to let him know that 
they had recciucd cxpreſſe order 
from 
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from the King their Maſter, to per- 
forme and obcy all conſultacs and 
cummands, which ſhould come 
from his Hijghnefſe, were it for the 
diſpoſing of any offices, Encomienda's, 
or any other prouiſions of Grace, 

which ſhould happen ro fall, during 

the ref1dence of his Figbneſſe in that 

Court, and thatas cxactly, as if the 

King himſclfe ſhould commandany 

ſuch thing vnder his hand. 

There are alſo. faid to bee other 
great Triumphs.in preparation, and 
Letters Mandatory ſent: to the prin 
cipall Nobility of Aragon, that they 
come and giue attendance at the 
Court, vpon the Princes plcaſure ; be- 
cauſc they haue rhe reputation to be 
excellcat men at Armes. And that 
the Court may _ in greater 
luſtre and glory, the Kavg hath fuſs. 
pended forſo long as his Filghbneſſe 
thall bethere, rhe Edict which his 
" "W4 Maje- 
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Maieftie lately had cauſed to: be pro- 
claimed, for the reftraint of all ex- 
ceſſc.in point of apparell. 

His Maieſtie hath alſo beene plea- 
ſed to take particular care that rhe 
Lord Margqueſſe of Buckingham be well 
lodged inthe Palace, iia Quarter ob 
his owne, necre adioyning to the 
Prince, aud hath conimanded himto 
be ſcrucd:with a full and plencifull 
Dict, and tobe alſo.noblyattcnded; 
beſides many otherſuch demonſira- 
tions,of: grace and fauour from:that 
King, with fo particular and great re- 
{pets fromthe Grandes and all the 
Nobles of that: Court, as the hike 
perhaps bhath-not beenc ſecae-impar- 
ted rs; any. ſtranger, meerely-: a, 
ſubicCt, 

This is the. ſubſtance of that 
which paſſed at Madrid conccraing| 
the reception of the Prince, from the- 
feucnth of March (which was the 
day 
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day of his arriuall in that Court) till 
the cighteenth of the ſame Moneth. 
Bur that which may pur a good full 
point to this Relation ; and withall, 
fill che hearts of all the King our So- 
ucraignes obedicnt and loyall Sub- 
ics, with much comfort, is, to 
know that the laſt meſſenger which 
camefrom his Fbzbneſſe, Ictt him in 
as proſperous and perfe& health, 
as cuer hee had beene knowne to 
cenioy ; and whereas vertue when 
it is ſoundly practiſed ar home, 
ſhewes faire abroad; the Comport- 
ment of his Fghrſſe in the place 
where now hec is, hath made 
ſucha proſpect vpon his Noble and 
Princely parrs,in all reſpeAts, as may 
well giue vs cauſe to reioyce and to 
readec humi»!\e thankes vnto Al- 
mighty God for theſame. 
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
